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ing in Boring 13,200 Feet: 
Through the Cascades. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 3. — After nearly 
four years of steady work upon one of the 
greatest engineering feats of the age, the 
Great Northern Railway tunnel through the 
Cascades is practically completed. So per- 
fec was the engineering work and so accu- 
rate the preliminary plans and surveys, that 
the two forces, working from opposite ends 


in the big tunnel, brought the two ends to- 
' gether without the variation of an inch al- 
| most. 


Sa 


Tunnel and Wellington. This great piece 
of engincering is two miles and half or 
13,200 feet 
solid granite, 5350 feet thick. 
runs in a straight line from the head otf 
one canyon to that of another, with a slope 
| of about 90 feet to the mile. The east portal 
is at an elevation of 33755 feet above the 
sea level, while the west portal is about 3lzo 
feet above the same b._e. It is estimated 
that the tunnel when completed will cost 
$5,000,000. The average progress was from 
18 to 20 feet a day. ‘the tunnel will abolish 
| the ‘‘switchback’’ over the Cascades, which 
in itself has always been looked upon asa 
magnificent engineering achievement. 
Work on the approaches to the tunnel be- 
gan in January, 1597, but it was late in the 
summer of that year before the workmen 
got fairly under cover and had the com- 
pressor plants installed. About 800 men, all 
told, are employed in and about the tunnel. 
Most of the work is done by machinery. 
The 32 rock drills, driven by compressed 
air, are used to bore large and deep holes 
in the rock at the end or the workings. 
The inside of the tunnel is lined with an 
imperishable wall of concrete, four feet in 
thickness... The completed tunnel is 23 feet 
high by 16 feet wide. Electric locomotives 
will be used to haul trains through the 
tunnel, so that no annoyance will be caused 
by smoke and gas from the ordinary coai- 
/'burning engines. The immense white tube 
will be lighted by double rows of electric 
lights, and as far as human foresight can 
predict the tunnel will endure for countless

pane on the question are against the sa- 
loon. The board of education, which took 
part in a former fight on Repetto’ s place, 
is expected te take similar action in the| 
present contest. The board interest in the 
case arises from the proximity of the 
saloon to the Washington School. 
“The protest against the issuance of 
the license would have been urged at the 
time when its renewal was pending,” said 
Mr. Forse Thursday, ‘‘but for the mistake 
of one of the deuties in Mr. Higgins’ of- 
fice, who informed me that his license 
would pot expire until next January. 
When we learned that the license had ex- 
pired and had been reissued we at once 
secured evidence which will show that 
Repetto has not a majority of the taxpay- 
ers on the block.’’ 


MARK TWAIN IN JESTING VEIN 


He Is Coming Home to Live and Is 
Talking for Publication About 
Anglo-American Agreement. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—Mark Twain will leave 
London on Saturday to make his home in 
the United States, after a nine-year resi- 
dence in Europe. He returns, he says, feel- 
ing like a boy, rejuvenated in body and in- 
spirited in mind. The great humorist will 
spend the winter in New York and will go 
back to his old home, Hartford, Conn., in 
the spring. He avers that nine years’ con- 
tact with Englishmen and continentals has 
assured him that the Anglo-American pact 


exists. 

“England,” says he, “‘is the best friend we 
have got in Eurdpe ang we are the only 
friend she’s got on earth. No one ventures 
to suggest a formal offensive and defensive 
alliance, but it is our mutual interest that 
sentiment along-that line should grow in 
the hearts of the people. The time is com- 
ing when each of the two great peoples will 
need it in their business. It is out of my 
line to be pessimistic, but I think that the 
Chinese concert, which has already, become 
a comedy, is likely to end in tragedy. When 
the crash comes it will be best for England, 
best for America and best for the world 
that the union jack and the stars and stripes 
should wave together.”
